Climax Nearing in Red China's Bloody Power Struggle

A note of alarm has crept into 
the official Chinese Communist 
press. From its tone, there is a 
suggestion that much of China 
has been turned into a battle­ 
field and that a climactic en­ 
gagement is in prospect to the 
tense struggle to determine the 
nation’s destiny. 
Everywhere in China, the par­ 
ty press appeals constantly for 
support of those forces seeking 
to impose or restore total au­ 
thority of the faction headed by 
Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung 
and 
Defense 
Minister 
Lin 
Piao 
against those backing President 


Liu Shao-chi, whom the official 
press 
still 
calls 
“China's 
Khrushchev.’* It does not men­ 
tion him by name. 
There is no way of checking 
the authenticity of reports con­ 
cerning either side in the strug­ 
gle. Posters of the Maoist Red 
Guards often turn out to be de­ 
liberately confusing, and the of­ 
ficial press is a propaganda in­ 
strument. 
Even foreigners on 
the scene can tend to misread 
what is going on. 
But at the present time, the 
sources of information from in­ 
side China seem to justify a con* 
elusion that dramatic events are 


on the way. The Liu Shao-chi 
faction must be a big one. It has 
been strong enough to do battle, 
the reports indicate, even, in 
provinces which have been re­ 
garded as Mao strongholds. A 
picture emerges of China’s big­ 
gest city, Shanghai, turned into 
a main arena of struggle and of 
the important economic center, 
Wuhan, turned into a nightmare 
of hand-to-hand fighting. 
Repeatedly the Maoist press, 
referring 
to Shanghai, warns 
that anti-Mao forces are about 
to “ stir up a second upheaval’* 
there. The first violent upheaval 
there occurred 
early 
in 
the 


year. The press demands that 
“ the deceived masses of the 
‘united 
headquarters’ 
should 
awaken rapidly at this crucial 
period of the gigantic battle be­ 
tween the two classes.” The 
“ united headquarters” evident­ 
ly belongs to President Liu’s 
forces.

The 
impression 
left 
by the 
propaganda is that Shanghai is 
a powder key which is about to 
explode. Foreign visitors to the 
city have reported constant out­ 
breaks of fighting in the streets 
of the 
city 
between 
opposing 
armed mobs,, some of them us­ 
ing sharpened sticks as spears. 


Both in Peking, the capital, 
and in Shanghai, the official 
press 
warns 
Mao’s 
followers 
that the contest is far from end­ 
ed, that “the class enemy is ab­ 
solutely unreconciled to his de­ 
feat and will make last-ditch 
struggles.” It calls for violence 
against 
“the handful 
of bad 
leaders’* in Shanghai, Wuhan 
and other areas. 
These “ bad leaders” are not 
only in the party, but also in the 
armed forces. There is a strong 
suggestion of a powerful dissi­ 
dent 
movement 
within 
the 
armed forces, led by military 
figures who have been humili­ 


tated hv Mao’s Great Proleta­ 
rian Cultural Revolution. Evi­ 
dently.

It 
pointed out, however, that the 
Maoists felt impelled to promise 
the convening of a new party 
congress— the ninth-next sum­ 
mer.

U.S. Forces 
Pierce Red 
Stronghold 


SAIGON (AP) - Troopers of 
the U.S. 1st Air Cavalry Divi­ 
sion battled entrenched North 
Vietnamese 
regulars 
Wednes­ 
day on a Communist stamping 
ground that officers said the al­ 
lies had never before penetrat­ 
ed, the Song Re Valley. 
The action in the Song Re Val­ 
ley, in the Due Pho sector near 
the 
central 
coast 
330 
miles 
northeast of Saigon, and other 
scattered 
engagements 
ended 
another of the periodic lulls in 
the ground fighting. 
The valley shooting ebbed at 
nightfall 
and the cavalrymen 
were believed to have dug in to 
await daylight. They had suf­ 
fered 9 killed and 24 wounded in 
what a division officer called 
“ the heaviest resistance the air 
cavalry 
has 
met 
in 
many 
months.” 
A spokesman estimated 40 of 
the enemy were killed, but said 
only two bodies had been found 
^ n the battlefield. The North

Cliffhanging Rescue

A dramatic 50-man rescue on 
a cliff of an abandoned quarry 
in Union township Wednesday 
afternoon saved the life of a. 
Phoenixville teenager. 
Joseph Alt, 15, 96 Washington 
street, was lowered 125 feet to 
the safety of a motor boat, a 
process 
which 
took 
rescuers 
nearly an hour to complete. 
He is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Frederick Alt. 
While the youth was being 
brought from the cliff, near 
Crusher road, to the waiting 
Birdsboro ambulance, a thun­ 
derstorm broke over the quarry, 
between Kulptown and Monoc- 
acy, hampering the rescue. 
Treated 
at 
Medical 
Center 
North, for a head cut, body 
bruises and an injured right 
foot, Alt was listed in fair con­ 
dition. He also suffered a back 
injury. 
The teenager wag climbing 
the face of the cliff with Jan 
Fox, 19, Buchert road, Giiberts- 
ville, when he lost his balance 
and fell 40 feet. 
“ With Fox in the lead, Alt 
attempted to get a foot hold on 
a large loose rock, which shift­ 
ed, causing him to fall,” State 
police from the Reading Bar­ 
racks said. 
When Alt landed on a rock 
ledge, Fox scrambled down the 
face of the cliff to push Alt into 
a safe position so he would not 
roll off.

dedication, occasionally interspersed 
with rare degrees of excitement that 
could mean a crippling end of a fine 
career, or sudden, violent death. 
Usually the small town policeman 
comes into major news prominence 
only rarely, such as when one is shot 
late at night by a speeder he stopped 
on a lonely road; or when the local 
bank is held up by big city bandits 
looking for an easy score in a “hick 
town.” 
The name of one small town police 
chief in this area has been in major 
new s prominence on several occasions 
recently, and not through any of the 
tragic events aforementioned. 
His name graced the pages of The 
Mercury for some actions that many, 
perhaps, would consider entirely out 
of the realm of standard police work. 
No one would fault Gollegeville 
Police Chief Richard McClure if lie 
held strictly to police work and did 
nothing else. After all. they would 
say. that is what he's paid for. 
But it is not in Chief McClure’s 
makeup to evade an issue where he 
has a ready solution. Nor is it his 
character to remain complacently in 
the background when he has an idea 
for the modernization of his commun­ 
ity, or his profession. 
Take police training for example, 
pome time ago he recognised the need 
for exceptional, high calibre police 
training to be offered in this immedi­ 
ate area. 
Up to that time the nearest place 


to secure such college level study was 
Temple university in Philadelphia. 
With police officers reluctant to travel 
so many miles for such training, Chief 
McClure oroposed a course of this 
type for ursinus college. 
He w»s persistent in contacting 
police officials throughout the area 
to determine interest, need, and future 
enrollment. The answers not only were 
gratifying, but of sufficient weight to 
prompt Ursinus officials to offer the 
course in its evening school this Fall, 
Then he had another idea, one that 
included economy and efficiency for 
his home community and its neighbor, 
T rappe. 
That idea was to combine many of 
the municipal services in the adjoining 
boroughs, including the police depart­ 
ments. At first look the plan has 
merit, e.specially with its promise of 
providing a larger, better equipped 
police department providing round the 
clock motor patrols. 
There are enough apparent advan­ 
tages to warrant a study by officials 
of the two communities. Included in

"most of our college trustees 
are talented business leaders. 
“But they are diverted into 
external projects, like raising 
money for a new gymnasium 
or teachers’ salaries. 
‘'Actually, I think they ought 
to do a thorough internal in­ 
vestigation of the actual op­ 
eration of the college courses, 
teaching methods, and idle 
classrooms 
“Our state colleges are be­ 
coming a too heavy burden on 
the taxpayers. 
“But these business experts 
meekly defer to the college 
professors and make little rt- 
tempt to inject efficiency en­ 
gineering principles on the 
campus itself. 
“Why do such business ty­ 
coons become meek kittens 
when facing college profes­ 
sors?” THROWBACK 
When a lion cub Is growing 
up, its big, suthoritstive moth­ 
er lioness dominates the scene. 
If she growls, the cub steps 
aside or may get batted down 
with her paw. 
This deference for adult au­ 
thority can become so well in­ 


grained that even when that 
cub is a fierce grown male 
lion, it will still give ground 
when its mother growls. 
In short, the childhood habit 
of deference is so strongly in­ 
grained that though the male 
adult could probably kill the 
lioness, it still meekly accepts 
her authority, n i l did when a 
cub. 
Much the same situation ex­ 
ists among the members of the 
board of college trustees. 
For they entered the univer­ 
sity as timid freshmen, overly 
awed by the supposed dignity 
and scientific pre>tigc of their 
professors. 
Those same professors held 
figurative life and death dom­ 
ination via the grade reports 
they would turn in, 
So the freshmen were in­ 
timidated by the profesM)rs, 
much like the lion cubs when 
mama 
lioness 
growled 
at 
them. 
Now, though the trustees are 
50 years old and talented ex­ 
ecutives in major industries, 
they still react like the lion 
cubs when they get back on 
the campus. 
They also feel so elated to 
be treated as equals by their 
former faculty members, plus 
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the Dean or President, that 
they usually assent to what­ 
ever tha college faculty de­ 
mand. 
NON COLLEGE MEN 
Maybe it would be well to 
staff the board of trustees with 
non-college men who would 
thus not be so intimidated. 
Then they could dissect the 
courses of study and internal 
operation of the college. 
Like the president of Parsons 
college, who found many idle 
rooms used for mere storage, 
yet were readily available for 
classrooms. 
He also staggered the class­ 
es at noon, so the classrooms 
would all be used from 11 a m. 
through 1 p.m. 
A second shift and even a 
midnight shift could easily be 
added to avoid the heavy costs 
to taxpayers for building new 
classrooms. 
Most of the colleges in every 
state do not ask the taxpayer 
for a penny, so it is high time 
the huge stale universities be­ 
gan to use American business 
efficiency and get off the backs 
of taxpayers. 
Notre Dame, Northwestern 
and over 1800 of the 2100 col­ 
leges use business efficiency 
and don’t demand support 
from taxpayers.

French Papers Attack de Gaulle 


PARIS — Secluded in hia 
country home at Colombey-Les- 
Deux-Eglises, French President 
Charles de Gaulle is calmly rid­ 
ing out the storm of controversy 
created by his deliberate and 
premeditated encouragement of 
the French separatist movement 
in Canada. 
He is preparing for his tele­ 
vision address to the French 
people today, and members of 
the government who have con­ 
ferred with him say he is pleas­ 
ed with the stir he caused and 
convinced of the wisdom of his 
provocative 
performance 
in 
Canada. 
The egocentric French ruler 
appears to be unaware that his 
stature as a statesman is fad­ 
ing. He tends to discount reports 
that his popularity with the 
French public is declining. 
“ It has always been like this,” 
the general remarked to an as­ 
sociate the other day. 
It has not. however, always 
been like this as far as the 


altitude of the French press to­ 
wards him is concerned. Never 
before 
has criticism of 
de 
Gaulle 
been as widespread as 
it has 
since he returned from 
Canada. Never before have 
newspapers and political week­ 
lies generally been so hostile. 
The usually moderate, lead­ 
ing afternoon newspaper Le 
Monde, in a front page editor­ 
ial written by its editor, Beuve- 
Mery, described the French 
president as an “old leader, who 
has become intolerable.” 
The view that old age is re­ 
sponsible for de Gaulle's in­ 
creasingly autocratic and chau­ 
vinistic conduct is not, however, 
widely held in political and dip­ 
lomatic circles in Paris. He is 
considered to possess remark­ 
able mental and physical vigor 
for a man of 76, and his health, 
apart from failing eyesight ap­ 
pears to be good. 
It is the corrupting influence 
of personal power rather than 


senility that is believed to be 
causing the egocentric French 
leader to behave as he does. He 
rules France almost like an ab­ 
solute mooarch. He is surround­ 
ed by subservient ministers who 
execute policies with which they 
privately claim to be in dis­ 
agreement. He seldom accepts 
advice from his ministers, and 
frequently makes important de­ 
cisions wdthout seeking their 
prior concurrence. In his min­ 
isterial meetings, he tends to 
dictate rather than discuss his 
policies. 
He is convinced he can dis­ 
cern the trend of historical de­ 
velopments more clearly than 
the ordinary political leader, and 
he believes it his manifest dest­ 
iny to use this gift of prescience 
to serve the interests and glori­ 
fication of France. 
“ Galloping megalomania” is 
whst the left-wing intellectual 
magazine Nouvel Observateur 
called it this week.

Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex.

Mayor James H. J. Tate, act­ 
ing on advice that there are still 
“ sources of trouble within our 
community,’* extended Wednes­ 
day the limited state of emer­ 
gency in Philadelphia from Aug. 
11 to Aug. 15. 
Tate said he was acting “ after 
a complete evaluation of the 
present situation. We are ready 
to reinstitute the limited emer­ 
gency thereafter should condi­ 
tions warrant,” he said. 
Tate first proclaimed the lim­ 
ited emergency last July 27 as a 
riot 
preventative, 
limiting 
public gatherings to 12 persons 
except 
for 
recreational 
pur­ 
poses. 
“This limited emergency plus 
the positive action taken by the 
city and the community was in­ 
strumental in averting serious 
civil disorders,” Tate said. 
He added: “Our experience in 
the intervening days have been 
most encouraging. And while I 
would like to thank (those) who 
contributed during this critical 
period, I must add we are still 
not entirely in the clear. 
“The 
police 
commissioner’s 
intelligence 
sources 
indicate 
there are still sources of trouble 
within our community . . . we 
will not rest until the underlying 
causes of the current racial 
problems are solved.”

Planning 250th Celebration 


In two years, Amityville will be 250 years old. 
Co- 
chairman of the celebration, Raymond S. Elliott, makes 
a list of activities in preparation for the commemora­ 
tive year. 
Planning Started 
For Anniversary 


Nearly two and a half centuries has passed since the 
Swedes came to Pennsylvania and settled the town of Amity- 
ville in the fertile Schuylkill river valley. 
And two years from this Summer, Amityville will cele­ 
brate its 250th birthday, marking more years of existence 
than most Berks county towns. Trappe borough in Montgom­ 
ery county is observing its 250th anniversary this year. 
Pottstown celebrated its 150th anniversary two years 
ago, Boycrtown, its 100th apniversary last year and Phoe­ 
nixville has reached its 118th year. 
Two hundred fifty years is a sizeable chunk of American 
history, and. the State of Pennsylvania was only 37 years 
old when Amity was founded. 
In 1719 Pennsylvania was a newborn State, having bare­ 
ly tested its legs in the rigors of life. 
Between the establishm ent of Pennsylvania in 1682 and 
the beginning of Amity’s history, the first Pennsylvania 
school was begun, the first book published here, and the 
first church opened. 
In 1719 the first Pennsylvania newspaper was published, 
called “ The American Weekly M ercury.” 


OLD STRUCTURES 


The stone houses and churches of the Swede’s occupation 
are still to a great degree still in tact. 
The Amity township 250th anniversary committee met 
recently to plan celebrations to be commemorated in 1969. 
The committee in charge of anniversary affairs will be 
Raymond S. Elliott and Barry Rohrbach, cochairmen, Henry 
Body, treasurer, and Marie Hauseman, secretary. 
Rohrbach explained the celebration is not a fund raising 
operation, but a chance to give homage to the heritage. 
“ It gives us a chance to link the three areas in A m ity-. 
ville together, Union, Birdsboro and Amity,” he explained. 
“ Many people do not feel a bond between the areas. The 
celebration will give them a chance to work together. We 
also want to have a lot of fun and celebrate an event that 
our own ancestors established for us 250 years ago.” 
With, two years to prepare for the occasion, the commit­ 
tee has started the wheels in progress. 
“ Within the next few months, we want to have the com­ 
mittee heads selected and more of a direct line of action 
established,” the cochairmen explained. 


MORE PERSONAL 


“ The celebration will not be as spectacular as the Potts- 
town Sesqui-centennial event. We want to keep things more 
intim ate and personal,” Elliott said. 
“ We would like to utilize the school, the fire companies, 
the Mary Merritt doll museum, the Indian museum and all 
historical places.” 
“The Mouns Jones house, the oldest structure in Berks 
county, now fallen to decay, would be a good, project to .reno­ 
vate for the occasion,” Rohrbach added. 
The old stone structure, built by Mouns Jones, an early 
Swede, was constructed in 1716. 
St. Gabriel’s church, started in 1881, and the adjoining 
chapel will also be utilized in the event. 
The chapel was built as a parish In 1801. It. was reno­ 
vated and turned into a chapel in 1,959 and is still in. use 
today. 
Rohrbach and Elliott expressed their desire to get pub­ 
lic opinion on possible anniversary activities. 
“ Maybe citizens of Amity ville would like an old fashioned 
Strawberry festival or som.eth.ing bringing in the religious 
affiliation of the area.” 


WANT SWEDES 


As a highlight, the chairmen would like to have the 
presence of Swedish dignat a ries to stress the Swedihs heri­ 
tage. 
A Swedish consul doing research on old American Swed­ 
ish structures took a tour of the Mouns Jones house and St. 
Gabriel’s church recently. 
“ When, we told him about the 250th anniversary he said 
it w'as possible that the Sw edish em bassador and some dele­ 
gates or other officials might be interested in attending,” 
Elliott said. “We are looking into the m atter now.” 
Along with Swedish delegates, the celebration will have 
a. descendent of the founders on the com.mitt.ee board... 
Herbert Jones is a descendent of the early Swedes and 
will help map out celebration plans and inject a little Swed­ 
ish authority. 
The proceeds from the celebration probably will be used 
most likely for Amityville recreation, centers, although the 
chairmen report nothing: definite as yet.

It was a day to remember for the Kala­ 
vik family. It meant an end of the many 
prayers for a safe return. The day also 
proved to be 
an eventful one for his 
many relatives and friends. They all came 
to an open house in the Kalavik’s W alnut 
street home to welcome him back. 
Outside the home on the quiet residenti­ 
al street an American flag floated, slightly 
on its staff in the gentle Summer breeze. 
The aluminum front door, which opened 
so often to admit 
well wishers, bore 
no “ welcome home 
John" banner like 
those 
used 
from 
time to time across 
the nation, but the 
e n tir e 
neighbor­ 
hood 
knew 
Sp/4 
John. Kalavik, U.S. 
Army, was home. 
So, 
to o ,

munity of 15.000; 
the soldier stopped,

with him, and the scene resembled the 
classic “ old home week.” 
The word spread from Seacrist’s, and 
by late afternoon nearly everyone in town' 
knew» “ Johnny Kalavik’s home.” 
Inside the Kalavik residence, beaming 
a smile that took a year of apprehensive 
waiting and praying to form, the soldier’s 
mother, Eleanor Kalavik, greeted guests 
as they arrived. 
Through the look of relief on her fa.ee 
one could note the pride she held for her 
son on his day. She was proud too that 
so many of the town’s citizens took the 
time to pay a personal visit and welcome 
him. back. 
Although her son didn’t tell her in ad­ 
vance 
he was 
coming (most returning 
servicemen feel the element of surprise 
is an im portant ingredent to homecoming) 
Mrs. Kalavik said she knew the day he 
would return. 
“ I have a friend whose son was in Viet­ 
nam. and she told me her son arrived home 
exactly one year after he left. That was 
today, and here he is,” Mrs. Kalavik said, 
placing an arm around, her son’s shoulder. 


GREETED WITH KISSES 
As each of the women visitors arrived 
they greeted the soldier with a kiss. The 
men all shook, his hand and one or two 
squeezed his shoulder. From time to time, 
his 5 year old sister, Janice would run into 
the living room to hug her brother. 
His mother outlined the continual worry 
she had gone through while her son was in 
Vietnam, and how each new newspaper 
headline 
telling 
of American 
casualties 
caused a sick feeling in her stomach until 
she read further to determine the wounded 
or killed weren’t members of the 101st Air­ 
borne “Screaming Eagle” division. 
In spite of the visible and apparent joy 
around the Kalavik home, there was an un­ 
dertone of gloom which everyone was aware 
of, but none mentioned. 
Sp/4 Kalavik, who is a paratrooper, is 
going back to Vietnam. 
The soldier brought home with him an 
embossed 
souvenir 
which 
says 
“ We’ve 
spent our time in hell,” but he’s volunteered 
to return there for another six months of 
combat duty. 


One relative at the party described the 
soldier's action brilliantly when he said: 
“ It doesn’t take too much courage to go 
to Vietnam once, because orders are orders, 
and you must go. But after you’ve been 
there, served your duty and came home, 
to volunteer to go back to the death and 
destruction you know' awaits you takes .real 
guts!” 
Although it means another six months of 
worrying, Mrs. Kalavik is being philosophi­ 
cal about the whole thing, saying she some­ 
how doesn’t feel as bad about it this time, 
“The first time he went, even though 
he was looking forward to it, he had orders 
to go. But now he has requested it. It’s his 
own choice and 1 11 just have to live with 
it.” 
The soldier gave two reasons why be 
volunteered to return to duty in the. south­ 
east Asian country. 
He mentioned first the recent riots in 
Detroit, and the U.S. troops sent in to aid 
National Guardsmen and local police in 
putting down lawlessness. 
“ Those soldier were members of my out­ 
fit, the 101st Airborne. Many of them had 
been here with me in Vietnam and returned 
to the States shortly before the riots.. 
“ I would much rather be firing on North 
Vietnamese than on citizens of my own 
country, regardless of what law they were 
breaking.” 
DEVOTION TO CAUSE 
Second reason, given by Kalavik for his 
return to Vietnam illustrates a rare ex­ 
ample of devotion to the cause of American 
service, 
“ I’m a soldier. I get paid for fighting, 
and, right now' the only fighting is in Viet­ 
nam. That’s where 1 belong if 1 want to 
earn my money!” 
Mrs. Kalavik wasn’t the only one re­ 
lieved 
at 
her 
son’s 
homecoming. 
The 
soldier’s father, Jan Kalavik, also felt dif­ 
ferently. 
“ Look at Jan ,” said one of the soldier’s 
uncles, “He looks ten years younger. Do 
you see his face. It’s not tight and drawn 
anymore. He didn't say anything about it, 
but he really worried about John, it was 
written all over his face.” 
The elder Kalavik, now that his son had 
returned, was in a festive mood. He even 
joked about the homecoming. 
He 
revealed 
that 
although 
his 
wife 
thought his son would be coming home on 
the anniversary of his leaving, she wanted 
to be ready for the entire week, just in case 
he should come home earlier. 
“ She had me put up the flag evry day 
last week, and you know how many times 
it rained. 


GOT SORE ARMS 
“ Every time it started to rain I took down 
the flag. When the rain stopped I. put it 
back up. I put it up and took it down so 
many times I got sore arm s. I’m glad he 
came home today. My arm s couldn’t have 
lasted much longer.” 
Refreshments were in abundance1 at the 
Kalavik home for “ open house,” even the 
delicious rolled walnut cookies, literally by 
the hundreds. 
“ How did you get all these cookies 
ready in tim e?” one guest asked Mrs. Kala­ 
vik, who confided she placed them in the 
freezer at Christmas time just for the 
homecoming. 
One of the 
guests 
was 
Phoenixville 
Mayor Joseph E. Dougherty, a friend of 
the family, who arrived to extend official 
appreciation of the borough to a returning 
battle veteran. 
Throughout 
the 
several 
hours “ open 
house” was in progress the soldier didn’t 
say much, preferring to listen while a dozen 
conversations were: going a t once. 
Possibly he was thinking of what awaits 
him 30 days from now', on the shores of 
some far off land in Asia, a place where 
half a million Americans are betting their 
lives on a victory, a place referred to by 
returning 
servicemen 
when 
they 
say 
“ We’ve spent our time in hell.” 
And so it went in Phoenixville over the 
weekend, with a scene being acted out daily 
in thousands of towns and hamlets through­ 
out the United States, a nation at war.
